Washington, June 2 2 —A motion by 
Senator Core, referring the Fuderwood 
wool rev ision bill, whi< 1» had just come 
from ftie house of representativ es, to 
the finance rcmmitteo with instruc­ 
tions to report it bark to tbo sennto 
not later than July 10. was passed by 
a v ote of 3b to 18, senate Democrats, 
Republican insurgents and near insur­ 
gents combining. 
The action of the senate probably 
means a general rev ision of the tariff 
with the prospect of the special ses­ 
sion being prolonged until Oct. 1. 
The result of the v ote had hardly 
been announced 
when Senator Den- 
rose. cluHrnian of the linauee commit» 
tee, issued a call for a special meet­ 
ing of the committee for today. 
It 
\v as said that Chairman TYnroso will 
not wait uipil July 10, but will report 
to the senate at once, and adv ersely, 
the Democratic wool rev ision bill and 
perhaps also the farmers’ free list bill, 
\v hi<h also has been passed by tho 
house. 
If Senator Penrose succeeds 
in carrying out (bis plan, be will sim­ 
ply forestall tho action of the com­ 
bination in control of the senate which 
I.ns already planned to force a report 
on the farm« rs' free list bill. 
It is self ev ident that tho situation 
has « lipped completely out of the grasp 
of the reeular Republican organization, 
Senator Penrose himself hav ing ac­ 
knowledged 
that 
tho senate Is no 
longer in Republican control and there 
is no telling Just what will happen 
to Canadian reciprocity and bow far 
the combination will go In regard to 
tho tariff rev ision. 
The general im­ 
pression is that the senate will not l>o 
content with passing tile farmer» ' free 
list bill and tho woolen bill. 
It Is 
expected that the rev ision will cov er 
all of the leading schedules and that 
there will be material r< 
*'-tions.
